Patentees acknowledge and thank the Office for its Decision on Request for 
Reconsideration of Patent Term Adjustment and Notice of Intent to Issue Certificate of 
Correction mailed on August 3, 2010 ("the Decision"). Patentee has reviewed the Decision and 
determined that under the rationale applied by the Office for identifying which delays should be 
charged to Patentee and which should be charged to the Office, an additional 14 days of delay 
chargeable to Patentee may be assessed. Accordingly, in compliance with Applicants duty of 
candor and pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d), Applicants request reconsideration of the Decision 
dated August 3, 2010. 

In view of the following and without rendering any admission thereto, the Office 
may consider revising the period of patent term adjustment for this patent from 430 days to 416 
days as follows. 

Statement of Facts as Required under 37 CFR § 1.705(b)(2) 

The period of adjustment under § 1.702(a) is 592 days ("A delay"). 

The period of adjustment under § 1.702(b) is not applicable. 

The period of adjustment under § 1.704(a) is 176 days ("applicant delay"). 
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The period of adjustment under § 1.703(f) is 416 days. 

The Relevant Dates as Specified in 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.703(a)-(e\ § 1.704 and the Adjustment 
Specified in 37 C.F.R. 1.703(f) 

1. § 1.703(a) 

The Office has determined that the period of adjustment under 37 CFR § 1.703(a) 
is 592 days. Patentee does not dispute this determination. 

2. § 1.703(b) 

This section does not apply to this patent. 

3. §§ 1.703(c)-(e) 

There are no relevant dates as specified under §§ 1.703(c)-(e). 

4. Overlapping periods under §§ 1.703(a)-(e) 

There are no overlapping periods under §§ 1.703(a)-(e). 

5. Reduction of Period of Adjustment of Patent Term under 37 C.F.R. § 1.704 

The Decision identifies 162 days of applicant delay under 37 CFR § 1.704(a). 

A. Issue Fee Payment 

The Notice of Allowance was mailed on October 28, 2005, and the Issue 
Fee was due January 28, 2006. Instead, the Issue Fee was received by the Office on Monday, 
January 30, 2006, 2 days past the due date. The Office has determined that this constitutes 2 
days of applicant delay. 

B. First Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 

The Office has determined that 34 days of delay are chargeable as 
applicant delay for the filing of an RCE after the mailing of a Notice of Allowance. The Request 
for Continued Examination was filed on April 14, 2006, the second Notice of Allowance was

mailed on May 17, 2006. The Office has determined that this constitutes 34 days of applicant 
delay. 

C. Second Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 

A second RCE was filed on July 21, 2006, and the third Notice of 
Allowance was mailed on August 3, 2006. The Decision did not charge any days of applicant 
delay for this time period. To be consistent with the rationale set forth in the Decision with 
regard to the first, third and fourth RCE filings, this 14 days should also be considered applicant 
delay. 

D. Third Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 

A third RCE after allowance was filed on October 23, 2006, and was 
followed by an Office communication on December 7, 2006. The Office has determined that 
this time period constitutes 46 days of applicant delay. 

E. Fourth Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 

A fourth RCE was filed on August 29, 2007, and the final Notice of 
Allowance issued on November 16, 2007. The Office has determined that this time period 
constitutes 80 days of applicant delay. 

Totaling these time periods, the period of adjustment under § 1.704(a) is 176 
days, not 162 days, as determined in the Decision.

In view of the foregoing, the total period of adjustment under 37 CFR § 1.703(f) 
would be as follows:
